Sir Writram Des Vaux evidently favours

FIRE LAST NIGHT, 
At nina o’slonk Jaat night a fire broke out 
in No., 105, Wellington-strest, immediately 
above the Stag. Hotol, and noxt but one 
to the, corner of tho. lane leading from 
Queen’s-road. The business carried on in the 
chop was that of a earpanter, and thers was a 
large quantity of wood storad on the premises. 
With such material to feed upon the fire quickly 
spread, and ina few minutes the whvle house 
was enveloped in flames, and the oext house to 
the osstward, also oconpied as a carpenter's shop, 
caught, and the fire spread horo with oqual rapi- 
dity. The houses were.woll built three storeyed 
‘onog with iron verandahs, and the onés on the 
opposite sido of tho streot aro of similar 
construction. ‘Tho oooupants of. tle latter 
quickly tore down their verandah blinds and 
boards, but notwithstanding their efforts ono 
of the honses catight flro on the top storey. 
By this time the: boses bad been run out 
nnd « good supply of water was available, The 
firs on the. south side of the street was pat ont 
before it had got much hold. The two houses 
first attacked were of courae doomed, and tho top 
storey of the noxt house was burat out, bat the 
fire waa pravented from~spreailing ‘farther. 
Tho Btag Hotel appeared at one time in some 
danger, being only. separated from the burn- 
ing honses by a narrow pissage. Some idea 
of the fierconoss of the flamas may be gained 
from the fact that no lesa than twelve 
streams of water were playing -on the fire 
and notwithstanding this it was consider- 
ably over an hom ‘hefore mastery was gained 
over it, Tbe Volunteer Brigade’s engine tad 
two reols out, the Government Engines 1, 2, 4, 
snd} had also eavh two reals ont, atid the two 
wanaals had each a single hose.
